Residents question heating

Cold weather has many stu- 
dents wondering if they will be 
able to keep warm this winter, 
especially students who live in 
the townhouses. Students have 
questioned how the system 
works, and who decides when 
the heat goes on and how much 
- each townhouse receives. 

__ Dave Cuter, the college engi- 
meer, explained that the 
_ townhouses use a _ storage 
heater called the Honeywell 

_ System (the older buildings on 
_ campus use heat or oil). The 
_ system is designed to keep the 

_ townhouse at 70 degrees for 24 
__ hours a day even on the coldest 
nights. Heat goes on for eight 
_ hours a day, four hours in the

_ Cuter said most problems 
rise because students don’t 
inderstand how the system 

ks. Students who raise the 


thermostat to 80 or 90 degrees 
think the apartment will be- 
come warmer quicker. This 
isn’t true. The heat will come on 
in the same amount of time if it 
were set at 70 degrees but won’t 
shut off until room temperature 
reaches 90 degrees. The stu- 
dents not only find themselves 
sweating but they also have 
used most of their reserved 
heat. 

“Because heat rises and the 
bedrooms become warmer, stu- 
dents open the bedroom win- 
dows and leave the door to the 
room open. The open windows 
upstairs are allowing all the 
heat in the house to escape, the 
house becomes cold again,” said 
Cuter. 

To provide more heat when 
this happens means the Hon- 
eywell System has to be ad- 
justed which is difficult and 

raises the heating cost. 

“Usually after a month the 
student catches on and learns 
how the system works,” Cuter

said. 

According to St. Michael’s 
apartment handbook, the 
school offers rebates to stu- 
dents with low heating bills to 
encourage energy coonserva- 
tion. Each student who lives in’ 
a townhouse pays approxi- 
mately $400 a year for heat. If 
the total heating cost for a 
townhouse is less then $1200 at 
the end of the year the students 
are given the difference. Cuter 
said few students realize this 
because energy conservation 
isn’t as big an issue as it was 
when the rebate program 
started in the 1970’s. This 
year’s heating bill rose $50 be- 
cause off the accessive amount 
of electricity used last year, 
said Cutter. 


If the thermostat stays at 70 
degrees and lights that are not 
being used are shut off, the 
townhouses will be warm and 
students may see some extra 
money in the spring.

there show the college pur- 
chased a building at 10 College 
Parkway for $92,500 and a 
duplex at 2 Johnson Lane for 
$125,000 earlier this year. 
Gutman said the college is 
looking to own all the property 
bounded by the townhouses, 
College Parkway, Johnson St. 
and the access road to Camp 
Johnson. The college already 
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SMC purchases property for ISP housing 


owns most of that property, 
having bought seven parcels in 
the area over the past six years. 

In addition, St. Michael’s is 
“actively negotiating” for the 
purchase of 88 and 80 College 
Parkway, Gutman said. We 
already have a right of first 
refusal for 80 College Parkway, 
meaning that “the people who 
live there, if and when they do 
sell, will offer it” to the college 
first, Gutman said. In ex- 
change, the college currently 
mows the lawn and plows the 
driveway. 

The college has also “made 
overtures” to the owners of a 
piece of property on Johnson 
St., but we are “not actively in 
negotiations,” said Gutman. 

The new housing construction 
represents Phase I of a “long 
term concept program” of pos- 
sible development in that area 
of campus. Construction will 
start in the spring and is ex- 
pected to finish around Sept 1, 
1988. 

Phase II and III depend on the 
college purchasing all the prop- 
erty in the College Parkway- 
Johnson St.-Camp Johnson 
area. Gutman said there are no 
definite plans for construction 
in that area. 

Meanwhile, on the North 
Campus, the college is negotiat- 
ing a lease for office space in 
Sullivan Hall to the Champlain 
Valley Area Council on Aging 
and is another possible tenant 
that 
“is iffy”,Gutman said. Also, the 
college has spent about $50,000 
on physical improvements of 
housing and other buildings on 
the north campus.

“Does loose and flabby make 
you crabby?”, asks the obnox- 
ious radio announcer. “Then 
join our health club so that you 
‘too can have the body that all 
yuppies must have.” 

Most health clubs in the Burl- 
ington area target the upscale 
type, but that includes college 
students whichin general make 
up about 20 percent of health 
club business. 

The majority of the health 
clubs in the area feature clean, 
gleaming equipment, nice wall- 
paper, ferns, a wide variety of 
programs and in some cases a 
suspicious lack of sweat. 

Robin Green of the Racquet’s 
Edge on Morse Drive in Essex 
breathlessly ticked off an end- 
less list of features at the health 
club during a tour recently. 
They range from tennis and 
raquetball courts to a juice and 
spirits bar. Touring the club, 
you get the aimless feeling of 
wandering through a shopping

though, and most health clubs 
are catering to that trend. 
Twin Oaks in South Burling- 
ton used to be just a tennis club 
but over the years they have 
added aerobics, nautilus, free 
weights and a wide variety of 
other amenities.

A battered stereo 
blares in the corner, and a tat- 
tered rug covers about a third of 
the room. There are no shower 
facilities or any other features. 

Still members are enthusias- 
tic. Eric Norwood, a business 
major at UVM works out there 
because, “it has real atmos- 
phere, it’s a real gym.” 

Iron Works was also the only 
health club willing to divulge 
fees to people who don’t take a 
tour first. It’s $30 a month and 
$70 for three months, much less 
expensive than other gyms.

Karen Culhane is getting 
stronger and as a result is hav- 
ing her best season yet in cross 
country said women’s coach Zaf 
‘Bludevich. 

The junior from South Wind- 
sor, Conn. is the number two 
runner on the team running 
right behind classmate Kerri 
D’Arrigo. 

Culhane who has been run- 
ning since high school has had 
much success in the sport. 
During her high school years, 
she was named the MVP in 
cross country her junior and 
senior years as well as being the 
MVP in track her final year. 

At St. Michael’s she was 
named the Rookie of the Year 
for the 1985-86 women’s cross 
country team. Her times for 
freshman year were impressive 
but a knee injury, near the end 
of the season, kept her from 
running at her potential. 

But her enjoyment of running 
does not come from the awards 
she’s won. 


“The team is great,” said 
Culhane. “We are all very close. 
And Zaf is a great guy. He was 
one of the main reasons I came 
to St. Michael’s.” 

When asked why she began 
running for a team, she simply 
said she enjoyed running and 
always wanted to run on a col- 
lege team. “I didn’t want to run 
for a Division I team, I didn’t 
want that type of pressure,” but 
she was impressed with Blude- 
vich and the way the team got 
along. 


Her coach was just as happy to 
have her as a member of the 
squad. 


“She’s really improved and 
this probably will be her best 
season yet,” said Bludevich. 
“She’s smater and stronger this 
year. Her freshman year she 
had a knee problem and last 
year she was bothered by an ear 
infection.” This hurt her per- 
formance but now she’s healthy 
and “she looks strong.” 


“There’s a big difference be- 
tween 18 years old and 20, in 


terms of strength. She has been 
lifting twice a week and now 
she’s becoming much faster.” 

Culhane finished fourth in the 
St. Michael’s Invitational, 
(which the team won). Then 
she finshed 77th at the Bentley 
Invitational, a large meet with 
close to 250 runners. On Sept. 
26, she placed ninth overall in 
the Plattsburg Invy. 

Culhane, an elementary edu- 
cation major, finished 18th 
overall in both the Vermont 
State Meet at Johnson State 
College and Northeast-10 
Tourney. 

“IT expected her to do well in 
the state meet,” said Bludevich. 
He predicted the third place 
finish for his team, behind 
UVM and Middlebury respec- 
tively. However, if everyone 
ran well, he said, it would have 
been possible to capture second 
place. 

In the Northeast-10, she had a 
time of 20:29 for the 5,000 me- 
ter course, and a time of 21:16 
for three miles at the State 
Meet.
